My last project took a different turn. I got one of those drafting 
programs, laid out all the knobs, labels and hash marks then electronicly 
flipped it over. Then I printed to paper. 


I took it to OfficeMax and for 50 cents they copied it on to a clear 
plastic overhead sheet. I cut the pannels apart, punched holes where 
needed and just put the plastic on the rig. The nuts that held the knobs 
and jacks in place hold the plastic fine. If you want you could use some 
clear adhevise spray and spray the plastic first and stick it down. The 
glue isn't exactly clear so it will give a frosted appearance BUT it will 
be under the lettering. I tried it and the copier ink did not run with 
the spray. 


This way I could paint the case any color I wanted and with the ink layout 
UNDER the plastic I also had a protective coating over the lettering and 
paint. If you don't glue it into place it's easy to make changes. You 
could also print out directly to the overheads and get color.

Well, I've been messing around with my Tuna Tin again. First was the chirp 
fix/keyer mod (see http://pweb.netcom.com/~jakecart/TT2.html ). Then there 
was the 2N2222 amp (see http://pweb.netcom.com/~jakecart/TT-Amp.htm ). Now 
I've added an easy way to shift the frequency around (no web page yet, 
coming soon!). Actually I sorted of stumbled upon this mod (I just stick 
the caps in there and it worked). 


It happened like this: My Tuna Tin w/ amp was working well -- put out 900 
nice clean milliwatts on 7.040.0 (will do 1.25 watts - still nice and 
clean). But I got tired of being stuck on one frequency. I remembered Ed, 
WE6W, mentioned switching a cap in series with the crystal to shift the 
frequency of his Pixie (http://www.qsl.net/we6w/text/pixie.html ). So I put 
a 20pF cap and a switch in series with my TT crystal. Got a little shift -- 
could switch between 7.039.8 and 7.040.2. Worked the rig like this for a 
few weeks. 


Then, I figured if one 20pf cap is good -- more caps would be better. So I 
dug around in the junk box and came up with 2 DPDT switches (actually found 
1 SPST but swapped it for a DPDT from one of my GM series rigs), and some 
NPO caps ranging from 4.7pf to 68 pf. 


Then came the experimentation -- which is typical of my "stick it in there 
and see if it works" approach to homebrewing. When I get the pictures of 
this mod on the web page you'll see why they call it ugly construction. 


First I lifted the leg of the crystal that goes to the 4.7K resistor (which 
goes to ground) and added a 20pf NPO cap in series between the crystal and 
the 4.7K ohm resistor. That shifted my freq up to about 7.043 MHz. That 
made sense -- adding a cap in series lowers the total capacitance and 
increases the freq. Then I added a cap in parallel with the crystal 
figuring that additional capacitance would lower the freq and I could then 
work up the switched cap arrangement. 


Nope, no change. Hmmmm, I wonder what happens if I lift the other leg of 
the crystal and stick a cap in there. Tried it and the freq dropped -- I 
don't know why it dropped -- seems like capacitance in series would lower 
the total capacitance and .... But it dropped -- so I went with it and 
rigged up the switches and caps to see what happened when I switched the 
caps in. 


Referring to the picture on my TT page, I lifted the top leg of crystal (the 
one soldered to the long skinny pad at the top of the rig) and ran a wire 
from it to switch A (which is DPDT on-on) and another wire to switch B 
(which is DPDT on-off-on) [its what I had available]. Then I soldered the 
caps I had available -- two 4.7pFs, a 22pF and a 68 pF -- to the switch 
terminals, and ran wires back to the long, skinny pad. That gave me 6 


switch position combinations: 


Switch A left - right; 
Switch B up-middle-down. 


The result is 6 choices for my transmit frequency: 


A left B up 7.040.52 
A left B middle 7.041.51 
A left B down 7.041.27 
A right B up 7.040.65 
A right B middle 7.042.75 
A right B down 7.042.20 


Now I guess I could have thought this through, done the math and come up 
with a better spread of freqs, but I'm happy with the results -- the mod was 
done quickly, it was cheap, the rig is stable and I can move around the 40m 
QRP freq a bit. 


If you're tired of being stuck on one frequency with your Tuna Tin give this 
a shot. And if you come up with some good cap combos, let me know -- I'll 
stick them in there and see how they work :-)

Hi Everyone, 


didn't expect to see for a few more days. It was the 100' of 450 Ohm ladder 
line and the coax to balanced line balun (B41LW10-50) form Centaur 
Electronics (www.baluns.com). BTW before I forget to mention it, Centaur has 
450 Ohm ladder line on sale for $.10 a foot and it's very high quality 
stuff! Anyway, Joe W1GFH came over today and we put up the ladder line fed 
antenna. It's basically my 40 meter inverted vee with coax converted to 
using ladder line. The Centaur Balun is very high quality, and I'd recommend 
it highly! Here's the basic description of the antenna. I did some math 
first to avoid a feed line length of 1/4 wave or odd multiples of 1/4 wave 
on the bands of interrest and came up with 37'. This length worked out 
great! Coming out of the rig, I use about 2' of RG-8X to go into an MFJ-941C 
tuner (the one that I picked up at the San Antonio ARC swap meet last 
month). Out of the Tuner I use about 3' of RG-8X to go out of the window and 
to the suspended balun. From the balun, I used the 37' of 450 ohm ladder 
line. I made a center insulator out of a small piece of 1/4" Lexan Plexiglas 
and the radiators are the old 33' lengths of solid conductor insulated #12 
copper. Also, I should mention that the tuner and rig (Icom-718) are 
grounded to a water pipe (yes, it is copper and goes into the ground) with 
about 12' to 14' of the #12. The only thing I'm missing is a smaller set of 
Pyrex glass doobies! You'll have to check out Joe's web page to see what I 
mean at http://www.qsl.net/wb1igfh/ and check out his article on the 
mysterious glass doobies! I have some large ones at ~ 8" long each, but 
they'd have pulled the branch down that I have the antenna hanging on! 
Anyway, the antenna tunes really well on everything 10 through 40 meters 
except 17 meters which is the band that I decided to blow off. I was really 
interested in 40,30,20,15, and 10. 12 also loads well. I'm able to get a 1:1 
SWR on all the bands that I want to work. It seems to work pretty well too. 
I've already chatted with a WL7 station on 20, plus I finally was able to 
talk to Ashtabula Bill W8VYZ in Ashtabula, OH on 20 on AM. Bill's kind of a 
famous AMer (one of my other interests in the hobby - I've got an old 
Johnson Viking II that I need to get on the air, and this antenna will get 
me on the popular AM frequencies!). He's never been on SSB! You can find 
pictures of his homebrew AM station on the web. Just do a search for W8VYZ. 
Anyway, I just wanted to say thanks to everyone that helped with the antenna 
project. Especially Joe W1GFH who helped me hang it and Stuart K5KVH for the 
advice that led to the success of this project. I can't see myself ever 
using coax for this type of wire antenna again. Joe has converted me 
(something he's been trying to do for a long time!). Anyway, for any of you 
that are looking for a way to get onto other bands and work them with a 
Single antenna, this seems to work well. Don't be afraid of ladder line. 
Plus it's much less lossy than coax. Something that we should be concerned 


with when running QRP. I would highly recommend the balun that I used, as it 
made a huge difference from the last time I tried this with the tuners' 
internal balun. I made a spread sheet in Microsoft Excel that calculates the 
1/4 and odd multiples to avoid for the center of all the HF bands 40 through 
10, so if anyone wants it, just let me know and I'll e-mail it to you. I 
think I'm going to check out 30 meters tonight. Take care...

I have a Heath HW-8 for sale (I hope this is the right place for a "for 
Sale"). This rig has the CMOS Tick-1 keyer built into it. The keyer uses 
internal AA batteries so the memories will remain when power is removed from 
the rig.

Well, that sure was interesting! 


A little after noon, I drove over to a local public cross country ski 
area. Snow shoed about a mile up a trial to the top of a small hill 
and found a nice little clearing just off the trail to set up camp. 


It was a lot harder getting the antenna up into a tree than I had 
thought it would. Tromping around in three feet of snow makes a 
difficult job even more so. Nylon fishing line likes to keep it's 
coiled up shape in cold temps, making it nearly impossible to jiggle 
the line to make the weight come down to where you can grab it! 
Finally had to settle with the apex only 15 £t off the snow. Fora 
while, thought I'd have to lay it on the ground! 


Once the antenna was up, time to fire up the stove, make some hot 


chocolete and eat lunch. Finally, hooked up the rig, found a clear 
spot and called CQ. Managed to make 10 contacts, coldest reported 
temp received was 33F and 35F degrees. I was sitting in a snow bank, 
with snow flurries, operating at 10F degrees! Just kept hovering 
there, just above single digits. Thank goodness there was no wind, or 
it would have been way too cold! 


One thing that worked well was the pen I brought. I took along a 
"Sharppie" laundry marker to log with. Penciles don't like to write 
on damp paper and ball point pens freeze up. I figured the ink in the 
Sharppie was alcohol based and had a good chance of working in low 
temps, which it did. 


By the time the sun was about to dip behind the ridge line, and I 
knew the temps would start to drop like a frozen rock, I packed it 
in. Anyway, I had been calling CQ for a while with out any responce 
and my toes were getting cold, dispite my wool socks and plastic 
double boots, rated to -20F. They only work well if you keep moving 
around some :-) Of course, my fingures were getting a bit num too. 


When I got home, I tested the gel cell and under load it's dipping to 
11.7 volts, so it was getting weak. (or frozen) Power out had dropped 
to about 1.75 watts, and I though it was set up around 3 W at the 
start. No wonder things slowed down at the end :-) 


Anyway, it was a blast! Next time, I'd like to set up a keyer with a 
built in themometer so it can auto insert the temp into the exchange. 
Work the whole contest with two buttons, provided I only call CQ :-)
